Memorex DVD+R/+RW Drive Manual 

The Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive is actually seven drives in one: 1) a DVD 
player; 2) a DVD-ROM drive; 3) a DVD+R/+RW recorder; 4) a CD audio player; 
5) a CD-ROM drive; 6) a CD-R burner; and 7) a high-speed CD-RW burner. The 
software Memorex includes will let you do an amazing variety of things with this 



very versatile Memorex drive. 
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Loading the software 

Insert the Memorex CD-ROM disc into the drive after it is installed. Follow the 
instructions on the screen. Choose "TYPICAL" for the type of installation that will 
offer the most features. 

If the disc does not automatically start, click START, RUN, and BROWSE the 
drives until you see the drive with "Nero" in it. Open the drive and double-click 
"INSTALL." 

If you have a packet-writing program other than InCD already installed on your 
computer (e.g., DirectCD or DLA, your will see a notice telling you will have to 
remove it before installing InCD. If you decide to leave your original packet- 
writing software program on your computer, it may not recognize your Memorex 
drive even if you upgrade it. If you do decide to remove the program (see the 
Memorex website for help if your computer acts as if it is "still there"), InCD will 
not work with any drives other than Memorex drives.

Copying a disc 

You can make an exact copy of the original home videos you have made or of 
the photos you have recorded onto a disc. You can also copy discs containing 
data to make backup copies. You follow the same procedure for making an 
exact copy of your own source disc. Use the Nero software to make identical 
copies. 

(You cannot copy movie DVDs. They are protected by copy prevention software 
that Nero recognizes.) 



Step 1 : choose the type of disc to which you want to record: 



For permanent copies use either: 


CD-R 


Use a CD-R to make a permanent copy of a CD. CD-R 
discs are less expensive than CD-RW discs, but CD-R 
discs can't be erased and reused. 


DVD+R 


Use to make a permanent copy of a DVD. Like CD-Rs, 
DVD+R discs are less expensive than DVD+RW discs, 
but DVD+R discs can't be erased and reused. 


You can also use the following discs to make temporary copies: 


CD-RW 


Use to make a temporary copy of a CD. CD-RW discs 
are rewritable; you can read the disc a few times, then 
erase and reuse it. (Be aware that very few CD players 
will be able to play music recorded on a CD-RW.) 


DVD+RW 


Use to make a temporary copy of a DVD. DVD+RW 
discs are rewritable; you can read the disc a few times, 
then erase and reuse it. (More DVD players can play 
video recorded on a DVD+R than on a DVD+RW.) 



The Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive cannot write DVD-R or DVD-RW discs. Be 
sure to buy the DVD discs that have a "+" in their name. 



Step 2: 

Put the source disc in the source drive and the recordable disc in the Memorex 
drive. (If the Memorex drive is the only one you have, put the source disc into it 
first and copy the files to your hard drive as a first step. Remove the source disc 
from the Memorex drive, and then put in the recordable disc. You can transfer 
the original files back from the hard drive to the disc in the Memorex drive.) 

Step 3: 

Start the software by double-clicking the Nero icon on your desktop or by 
selecting the software by clicking START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD NERO, NERO- 
BURNING ROM. (Dragging the NERO-BURNING ROM file onto the desktop will 
put the icon there.) 

• The Nero Wizard will help make choices easier by letting you pick "CD or 
DVD." Choose the disc type you want and click "NEXT." 



• You have a choice of "COMPILE" (i.e., select which files you want on the 
disc) or "COPY." Pick "COPY," then select the drive that will read the 
source disc. If you have more than one recordable drive, you can change 
the source drive if you like. 

Step 4: 

Put a check in "FAST COPY" if you want to record straight from disc to disc. 
Leaving the box blank will make a temporary copy on the hard drive that will go 
to the recordable disc. The hard drive method uses error correction for safer 
copies and ends up being faster if you want to make more than one copy. 

Step 5: 

Click on the process you want to start. (If you're using a permanent CD-R or 
DVD+R, pick "test" first for the first few times to make sure everything works OK. 
If there are problems, you won't waste a disc. CD-RWs and DVD+RWs can be 
erased and reused if a problem crops up.) Click "TEST" to check the operation 
(the medium is not recorded); "TEST AND BURN" to go through both steps; or 
"BURN" to start recording. Nero will make a copy of the of source disc onto the 
recordable disc in the Memorex drive. 

• CD-R copies will work in just about every player or drive that can read 
CDs. 

• DVD+R copies will work in most DVD players and drives, particularly if the 
equipment is new. 

• CD-RW discs will work in almost every CD drive, but few audio CD players 
can read the discs because of lower reflectivity. 

• DVD+RW discs work in far fewer DVD players and drives than DVD+R 
discs, but newer equipment is more likely to recognize and read them.

Erasing a rewritable disc 

Put the rewritable disc in the Memorex drive (be sure it is a disc you want to 
erase — everything will be removed from the disc.) Open Nero-Burning ROM but 
close the Wizard. Cancel the "New Compilation" screen that pops up. Select 
"RECORDER" from the written list of choices at the top of the screen, and click 
on "ERASE REWRITABLE." Select "QUICK ERASE" or "FULL ERASE" for the 
rewritable disc and follow the instructions to erase a CD-RW or DVD+RW. 



Making labels 

Click START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD NERO, NERO COVER DESIGNER. The 
types of jewel case or disc appear on the left and templates appear in the middle. 



Select the one you want and begin your creation. Choose the proper type of 
paper medium in the list. Memorex labels are an excellent choice. 



Watching a DVD movie on the PC 

PowerDVD software allows you to to watch DVD movies on your PC. 
Step 1 : 

Insert a DVD movie disc into your Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive. 

• The PowerDVD software starts automatically with the movie's menu 
displayed. If it doesn't start automatically, click START, PROGRAMS, 
PowerDVD. 

• Click a button (also called a chapter point) to play that section of the movie 
or click Play on the controller that appears at the bottom of the screen. 



Transferring video tapes to disc 

You can make your own DVD movies from your camcorder or VCR tapes by: 1) 
copying them to your hard drive; 2) editing them the way you want them to 
appear; 3) adding titles and menus; and 4) copying them to disc. (These steps 
are often described as: 1) video capturing; 2) editing; 3) authoring; and 4) 
recording.) Your DVD movie will be easily searchable, can be played over and 
over without wear, and can be stored more compactly than a tape. 

There are two ways to "capture" video onto the hard drive: 1 ) for analogue video 
(VHS, Betamax, VHS-C, S-VHS, and Hi8 are all analogue video), use an 
analogue capture card installed in your computer for video transferred from a 
camcorder or a VCR, or 2) for digital video (Digital 8 or MiniDV are digital) use a 
1394 or FireWire input on a video card installed in the computer. (Some more 
expensive digital camcorders will allow an analogue signal to run through them 
for immediate conversion into digital video signals for the FireWire port. This 
may be a feature worth investigating if you want to upgrade from an analogue 
camcorder to a digital camcorder. Otherwise you may have to record the 
analogue signal to miniDV tape and then send the signal to the Firewire port 
later.) 



Step 1 : choose the type of disc to which you want to record:

Use for VCD recordings or for temporary storage of a 
short video (see "Disc capacities" on page 8). CD-RW 
discs are rewritable; you can watch the disc a few 
times, then erase and reuse it. 



The Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive cannot write to DVD-R or DVD-RW discs. Be 
sure to buy the DVD discs that have "+" in their name. 



Step 2: 

Connect your Camcorder or VCR to your PC. 

From analogue tape: 

• Use an S-video cable for video and the right/left (red/white) audio 
connectors to connect the camcorder or VCR to your analogue video 
capture card. If there is no S-video connector on the camcorder or VCR, 
use an A/V cable (3 plugs-yellow for video; red and white for audio). The 
S-video connector will provide better video quality than the A/V cable. 

• If your camcorder has mono audio rather than stereo, you may want to 
use a Y-connector to feed the sound to the capture card. Otherwise 
sound will come from only one speaker on your TV or PC when you watch 
your movie. 

• Another option is to feed an analogue signal to a MiniDV camcorder with 
the "analogue-in" conversion feature. 

From DV digital video tape: 

• Plug your camcorder into the 1394 FireWire port on your PC using the 
cable that came with your camcorder. 

Step 3: 

Turn on the camcorder or VCR. MyDVD software will only recognize the capture 
device if there is a signal feeding it. 



Click on MyDVD to open the program by double-clicking the icon on your desktop 
or click START, PROGRAMS, SONIC MYDVD. 

• Choose "CREATE A DVD" for writing to a DVD+R or DVD+RW disc for 
the best quality in the DVD format. 

• Choose "CREATE A VCD" for recording to a CD-R or CD-RW that can 
play on a DVD player but at much lower quality than a DVD. This is the 
VCD format. 

• Choose "CREATE A DVD" for recording to a CD-R or CD-RW that can 
play on a DVD-ROM drive in a computer but also at much lower quality 
than a DVD (cDVD format). 

See page 8 for more information on ways to watch the discs you can create. 

Step 4: 

Select "RECORD DIRECT-TO-DISC," then click "NEXT." Name the project, and 
click "NEXT" again. 

Step 5: 

If you selected a "CREATE A DVD" in Step 2, choose whether you want a DVD 
disc or a cDVD disc recorded on a CD-R or CD-RW. 

Step 6: 

Select the Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive as the recording drive. Click "NEXT." 
Step 7: 

Insert just one disc you want to record onto into the Memorex drive. (If the 
screen tells you to "insert media in the drive," it really wants only one medium, 
not media plural. Forgive the grammatical mistakes.) 

Step 8: 

Choose a style for the menu. This will be exactly what first appears on the video 
screen each time you play the recorded disc. This menu appears on the screen 
when you insert the disc to watch the DVD movie and contains buttons that allow 
you to jump to different sections of the movie (called chapter points). Use the 
horizontal scroll bar to preview the available styles. Pick a style you like, then 
click "NEXT." 

Step 9: 

Choose your recording settings. 

• For "RECORD" select "VIDEO & AUDIO" unless you are recording videos 
with no sound. Check the description of the connection below "VIDEO & 
AUDIO." If you are using an analogue capture card and no picture shows 
up on the screen, check the "CHANGE" button to make sure the proper 
input is selected: "S-Video" for an S-Video cable connection or 
"composite" for an A/V cable connection. 



• For "QUALITY" select your preference for the highest quality at a sacrifice 
of disc capacity or good quality to fit more video onto a disc. See the 
graph on page 8 to compare the trade off between quality and the amount 
of video a disc can hold. 

• Select INSERT CHAPTER POINTS. Each chapter point will have a 
matching button appear on the menu. That makes it easy to skip through 
your video with a minimum of fast forwarding or rewinding to find a spot on 
the disc. Choose between 5 to 10 minutes for automatic chapter points. 
You can also insert chapter points manually by pressing the spacebar 
during recording. 

Step 10: 

Move the tape to the spot where the recording will start. 

• Analogue tape — use the buttons on the camcorder or VCR to align the 
tape. 

• Digital tape — use the controls on the screen to align the tape. 
Step 1 1 : 

Start recording the disc. 

• To start the recording, click the red record button at the lower left of the 
screen. If you are transferring from an analog tape, start playing the tape 
at the same time. (If a warning note about the number of chapters pops 
up, read it and click OK.") 

• To stop recording, either click on the red button again or recording will 
stop automatically when the tape ends. Wait for the drive to finish writing 
the disc — it takes a while for the processing to be complete.. 

• When the dialog box appears, click "OK."

Disc capacities 

The amount of video a disc can hold depends on the quality at which you record. 
Using more data for better quality takes up more space on the disc.

Creating an original DVD movie 

You can also choose to create your own customized DVD movie from your own 
video files rather than copy straight from a camcorder or VCR. Your custom 
DVD movie will be easily searchable, can be played over and over without wear, 
and can be stored more compactly than a tape. This type of movie is composed 
of files stored on your hard drive, in many cases, files you have captured as 
described above and edited to your own liking. (See "Editing video files" below.) 
In order to customize your own DVD, select "NEW MyDVD PROJECT" when you 
open up MyDVD and take the following steps:

This menu appears on the screen 
when you insert the disc to watch the DVD movie and contains buttons that allow 
you to jump to different sections of the movie (called chapter points). Use the 
horizontal scroll bar to preview the available styles. Pick a style you like, then 
click "NEXT." 

(Once you are comfortable making your own DVDs, check the Sonic Solutions 
website for ways to get additional styles of menu or ways to make your own.) 



Step 5: 

Add your video files to your DVD Movie. Each time you add a video file, a button 
is added to the DVD movie's menu. To add files, do one of the following: 

• To transfer video from your camcorder or VCR to your hard drive, click 
"CAPTURE" on the toolbar. 

• To add files that already exist on your hard drive, click "GET MOVIES" on 
the toolbar or drag and drop files from Windows Explorer to the menu. 

Step 6:(Optional) 

Edit the video by clicking "SEND TO EDITOR" in the toolbar. 

• You will be given the choice of sending either the selected video clip or all 
of your clips in the current menu. Make your choice, then click "OK." This 
command opens ArcSoft ShowBiz for editing video. Note that any chapter 
points you created in MyDVD will be lost. Check "Editing video files" 
below for tips on how to use ArcSoft Showbiz. 

• After you have edited the video to appear the way you want it, select 
"EXPORT" under "MOVIE" on the upper left of the screen, click on 
"EXPORT" and send the edited clip to "MyDVD PROJECT." The movie 
that you created in the Storyboard/Timeline is combined into a single 
video file. The video file is added to your current MyDVD project and a 
button is added to the DVD movie's menu. 

Step 7: 

Preview the DVD movie. 

Click "PREVIEW" on the toolbar. A simulated remote control appears on the 
screen. Click the remote control buttons just as you would a real remote for a 
DVD player to check the playback. When you are done previewing the movie, 
click the "X" on the upper right corner of the remote control to close it. 

(You can trim the video by changing the timing settings for the beginning and end 
of each clip. Double-click on a menu button to open the clip. Then move the 
green slider to the start point and the red slider to select the ending point.) 

Step 8: 

Record the disc. Click "MAKE DISC" on the toolbar. 

• If the notice to save your project appears, choose the folder where you 
want it saved and click "OK." 

• If you selected "CREATE A DVD" in step 2, select whether you'll be writing 
to a DVD or CD disc. 

• Pick the Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive as your recording drive,. then click 
"OK." 

• Insert one blank disc into the drive (ignore "insert media." That really 
means more than one.) 



• Wait for the drive to finish writing the disc — it takes a while for the 

processing to be complete. When the recording is complete, the drive will 
eject the disc. When the dialog box appears, click "OK."

Editing video files on the disc 

One of the greatest features of the Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive is that you can 
edit a DVD movie even after you've written it to a DVD+RW. You are not forced 
to drag out your tapes and redo the whole movie. Just rewrite the changes. The 
disc will have to be a rewritable disc, that is, a DVD+RW or CD-RW to have 
changes made to it. (Save these discs as your "working masters." Copy them 
onto DVD+R or CD-R discs for your final production discs.) 

MyDVD software allows you to: 

• Add a video file to the rewritable disc 

• Delete a video file from the rewritable disc 

• Change the title 

• Rename the buttons 

• Change the thumbnail image of a button 

• Change the menu's style 

Step 1 : 

Select the DVD movie disc that you want to edit. It has to be a rewritable disc: 
DVD+RW or CD-RW. Place the disc in the Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive. 



Step 2: 

Start the software by double-clicking the icon on your desktop or click START, 
PROGRAMS, SONIC MYDVD. 

• Choose "CREATE A DVD" for writing to a DVD+R or DVD+RW disc for 
the best quality in the DVD format. 

• Choose "CREATE A VCD" for recording to a CD-R or CD-RW that can 
play on a DVD player but at much lower quality than a DVD. This is the 
VCD format. 

• Choose "CREATE A DVD" for recording to a CD-R or CD-RW that can 
play on a DVD-ROM drive in a computer but also at much lower quality 
than a DVD (cDVD format). 

Step 3: 

Click on "EDIT AN EXISTING DISC," then click "FINISH." 

Click on the Memorex drive that contains the DVD movie disc (click on the drive 

letter, not the files), then click "OK." 

Step 4: 

Make the desired changes according to the same procedure for editing. (Note 
that on a cDVD format disc, you can't rename the buttons.) 

Step 5: 

Preview the DVD movie. 

• Click "PREVIEW" on the toolbar. A simulated remote control appears on 
the screen. Click the remote control buttons just as you would a real 
remote for a DVD player to check the playback. When you are done 
previewing the movie, click the "X" on the upper right corner of the remote 
control to close it. 

(You can trim the video by changing the timing settings for the beginning and end 
of each clip. Double-click on a menu button to open the clip. Then move the 
green slider to the start point and the red slider to select the ending point.) 

Step 6: 

Record the disc. Click "MAKE DISC" on the toolbar. 

• If the notice about burning options appears, choose "UPDATE CURRENT 
DISC" and click "OK."

The software starts automatically when the CD is inserted into a Window- 
based PC. DVD players, however, cannot play this type of disc.

Editing video files 

Use the ArcSoft ShowBiz software to edit your videos. Some of the editing 
options are: 

• Combine videos, photos, and audio files into one movie 

• Add text, transitions, and special effects 

• Delete unwanted sections of the video 

• Change a video's brightness, contrast, hue, saturation, and speed 

• Transfer video from your camcorder or VCR to your PC 

• Save the movie in many different formats 

• Export the movie to disc, digital video tape, or MyDVD 



Step 1 : choose the type of disc to which you want to record: 



Recommended disc 


DVD+R 


DVD+R discs are compatible with more DVD players 
and DVD-ROM drives than DVD+RW discs. DVD+R 
discs are less expensive than DVD+RW discs, but 
they cannot be erased and reused. 


You can also use: 


DVD+RW 


Use for temporary storage while creating your DVD 
movie because you may want to make changes to the 
program after recording it. DVD+RW discs are 
erasable and rewritable; you can watch the disc a few 
times and then change what you want or completely 
erase and reuse it. You have to use DVD+RW if you 
want to be able to edit the DVD movie (see "editing 
video files on the disc" on page 11). 


CD-R 


Use for VCD recordings (the quality is slightly worse 





than VHS) or for permanent storage of a short video 
(see "Disc capacities" on page 8). CD-R discs are less 
expensive than CD-RW discs, but they can't be erased 
and reused. 


CD-RW 


Use for VCD recordings or for temporary storage of a 
short video (see "Disc capacities" on page 8). CD-RW 
discs are rewritable; you can watch the disc a few 
times, then erase and reuse it. 



The Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive cannot write to DVD-R or DVD-RW discs. Be 
sure to buy the DVD discs that have "+" in their name. 



Step 2: 

Select the video files on your hard drive, camcorder, or VCR. 
Step 3: 

Start the software by double-clicking Showbiz icon on your desktop or click 
START, PROGRAMS,ARCSOFT SHOWBIZ, SHOWBIZ. 

• Click Arcsoft Showbiz. 

• The ArcSoft ShowBiz screen appears with basic instructions for 
proceeding. 

Step 4: 

Open the files that you want to edit by doing one of the following- 

• If the video files are on your hard drive, click the green "MEDIA" tab, click 
on the little arrow to the right and select "NEW ALBUM," click "ADD" (the 
red book at the bottom of the section) or drag and drop files from Windows 
Explorer to the album. 

• If the video files are in a MyDVD Project, open MyDVD, click "SEND TO 
EDITOR" on the toolbar in order to transfer the files to Showbiz. (Note 
that any chapter points you created in MyDVD will be lost.) 

• If the video files are on your camcorder or VCR, click "CAPTURE" under 
the "MOVIE" listing on the left of the screen. 

Step 5: 

Add the files to the movie by dragging and dropping the files from your album 
under the Media tab to the Storyboard/Timeline at the bottom of the Showbiz 
display. 

Step 6: 

Edit the movie. Learn how to use the editing features of ArcSoft ShowBiz by — 



• Clicking the HELP button to read a tutorial or the online help. 



• Click the BASICS button, then choose a topic from the drop-down list that 
appears. 

Step 7: 

Save the movie. Click the "SAVE" button listed under "PROJECT" on the left of 
the screen. This command saves the movie that you created in the 
Storyboard/Timeline. 

Step 8: 

Record the edited movie to disc (optional). 

• Click "EXPORT" under "MOVIE" on the left of the screen, select "To 
MyDVD PROJECT." This command opens MyDVD. The movie that you 
created in the Storyboard/Timeline is combined into a single video file. 
The file is added to your current MyDVD project, and a button is added to 
the DVD movie's menu. 

• Click "PREVIEW" on the toolbar. A simulated remote control appears on 
the screen. Click the remote control buttons just as you would a real 
remote for a DVD player to check the playback. When you are done 
previewing the movie, click the "X" on the upper right corner of the remote 
control to close it. 

• Click "MAKE DISC" on the toolbar to record the disc. Follow the 
remaining instructions on the screen. 

Watching the recorded disc 

If the recorded disc is a DVD+R or DVD+RW disc in the DVD Video format, you 
can watch it in most DVD players or in DVD-ROM drives with PowerDVD or other 
playback software. Use DVD+R discs because they are compatible with more 
DVD Players than DVD+RW discs. You can check the Memorex website for the 
latest compatibility information at 
www .memorex.com/produ cts/sof twa re/d vd622.pdf 

If the recorded disc is a CD-R or CD-RW disc in the VCD format, you can watch 
it in most new DVD players and on your PC with PowerDVD or other playback 
software. 

If the recorded disc is a CD-R or CD-RW disc in the cDVD Format, you can 
watch the video on your PC with no additional software. MyDVD includes a free 
software player on the disc when you write it so you can view the contents of the 
CD. The software starts automatically when the CD is inserted into a Window- 
based PC. DVD players, however, cannot play this type of disc.

Making a music disc 

Use Nero Burning-ROM software to make any of the following kinds of music 
discs: 

• A compilation of your favorite songs from more than one CD 

• A music mix for a party 

• A disc from the audio files on your hard drive (these can be files created 
from your LPs or audio cassettes; see "Transfer LPs and cassettes to CD" 
below) 

• A disc that plays in any home or car CD player 

• A disc that plays in an MP3 disc player 



Step 1 : choose the type of disc to which you want to record: 



Recommended disc 


CD-R 


Use CD-Rs because home or car CD 
Players recognize only CD-R discs — 
and they're less expensive. 


You can also use 


CD-RW 


If you will be playing the disc in an MP3 
disc player or a PC, you can use CD- 
RWs for temporary storage. CD-RW 
discs are rewritable: you can play the 
disc a few times, then erase and reuse 
it. (Check the documentation that 
came with your MP3 player to verify 
whether it can play CD-RW discs.) 



Step 2: 

Start the software by double-clicking the Nero icon on your desktop or by 
selecting the software by clicking START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD NERO, NERO- 
BURNING ROM. (Dragging the NERO-BURNING ROM file onto the desktop will 
put the icon there.) 

• The Nero Wizard will help make choices easier by letting you pick "CD or 
DVD." Choose "CD" and click "NEXT." 

• You have a choice of "COMPILE" (i.e., select which files you want on the 
disc) or "COPY." 

• If you want to copy a disc you own, pick "COPY," then select the drive that 
will read the source disc. If you have more than one recordable drive, you 
can change the source drive if you like. Follow the steps for "Copying a 
disc" above. 

• If you want to select tracks for your own compilation, pick "COMPILE" and 
click "NEXT." Select "AUDIO CD" and click "NEXT." 

Step 3: 

You will see a note reminding you that you can only select .wav, .mp3, or.cda 
files for a music CD. Click "FINISH." 



Step 4. 

Open the music files you want to record and drag and drop them into the "Audio 
1" folder that appears on the screen. Note the scale at the bottom of the page so 
that you do not include more files than the disc can hold. Once you have the files 
you want — 

• Select the recorder you want to use by clicking on the 10 th icon from the 
left. An "image recorder" is a way to save the files from a number of 
different sources until you are ready to make a disc. If you are ready to 
record to a disc now, pick the recording drive you want to use. 

• Click on the red "burn" icon (the 8 th from the left) 

• The Wizard appears, offering you the choice to burn the disc. Click on 
"BURN." 

• If the recorder is the image recorder, you can save the files to it in a folder 
you choose. If you selected a drive to record in now, the drawer of the 
recording drive opens to receive a CD-R or CD-RW disc. 

Step 5: 

Place the disc in the drive and close the drawer. Nero does the rest. 

If you want to convert music to MP3 files, use Nero Wave Editor. See Step 6 in 
"Transferring LPs and audio cassettes to CD" below. 

Playing the recorded disc 

Music discs recorded onto CD-Rs will play in home or car CD players as well as 
CD-ROM drives on a computer. CD-RWs, on the other hand, will only play in 
CD-ROM drives. 

If the files you selected were .mp3 files, the disc will only play in an MP3 player 
or on your PC if you have MP3 software installed. 



Transferring LPs and audio cassettes to CD/making MP3 files 

Nero offers a feature on Wave Editor that can convert your analogue audio to 
digital files and clean up the sound. You can then record these digital files onto 
CD-Rs to make your own customized studio discs. 

Step 1 : 

Attach an audio cable from your receiver, pre-amplifier, or cassette deck to your 
sound card input. 

Step 2: 

Start the software by double-clicking the Nero icon on your desktop or by 
selecting the software by clicking START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD NERO, NERO 
WAVE EDITOR. (Dragging the NERO WAVE EDITOR file onto the desktop will 
put the icon there.) 



Step 3: 

Click on "AUDIO" on the toolbar at the top of Wave Editor, then click on 
"RECORD." 

• A "SAMPLE FORMAT SETTINGS" notation appears. The default should 
be at the CD standard of 44,100 Hz and 16-bit. If not, pick those settings 
in order to make your discs compliant with the CD standard. Click "OK." 

• The "RECORDING CONSOLE" appears. Adjust your input levels so that 
the meters do not extend into the red zone. Recording a digital signal too 
loudly will cause terrible sounding distortion. Input levels can be adjusted 
either by a control on your cassette deck or a control on your sound card 
software. 

Step 4: 

Record the audio by clicking on the red dot on the console. Click on "OK" to stop 
the recording. A waveform appears on the Wave Editor screen. 

Step 5: 

Edit the sound wave by clicking on it and moving the "line cursor" to your edit 
points. 

• Trim the beginning of the audio by moving the line to the starting point you 
want and highlighting the part you want to change. (The left-most play 
arrow at the lower left of wave editor plays only the highlighted part. The 
next play arrow plays the entire file.) 

• Choose the scissors icon to cut out the selected section or "VOLUME" to 
mute it or fade it in or out. 

• Trim the end of the audio the same way. 

Step 6: 

When the audio file sounds the way you want it, click FILE, SAVE AS... Select 
the folder you in which you want to save the file and select type of file as — 

• For CD audio select "PCM WAV FILE." Click "SAVE." 

• For MP3 audio select "m3PRO"; click "OPTIONS." 

o An mp3PRO screen pops up with options for the range of MP3 
encoding rates that determine quality. Uncheck the "ENABLE MP3 
PRO" box and select at least 128kbit for the standard MP3 quality 
level. Click "OK," then click "SAVE." 

o You can convert CD files to MP3 by bringing them onto Wave 
Editor as .wav files and saving them as .mp3 files according to the 
steps above. 

Step 7: 

Repeat the steps above for each audio file you want to transfer. When it comes 
time to record the files to disc, follow Step 4 in "Making a music disc" to drag 
these files from the folder to which you saved them and to drop them in your new 
compilation. 



Editing music and cleaning up the sound 

The additional features in Wave Editor allow you to alter and clean up music that 
has hiss and pops and clicks in it. 

Step 1 : 

Start the software by double-clicking the Nero icon on your desktop or by 
selecting the software by clicking START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD NERO, NERO 
WAVE EDITOR. (Dragging the NERO WAVE EDITOR file onto the desktop will 
put the icon there.) 

Step 2: 

Click FILE, select OPEN, and pick the file that you want to edit. Only one file 
can be edited at a time. 

• An analogue file that has just been recorded can be edited immediately or 
saved as a .wav file and edited later if you prefer. 

Step 3: 

Highlight the section of the recording you want to edit by dragging the cursor line 
across the waveform on the screen. Highlight the entire waveform if you want 
the effect across the entire file. 

• Select "TOOLS," "EFFECTS," or "ENHANCEMENTS" to pick the type of 
modification you want to make. Noise reduction appears under the 
ENHANCEMENT tool. 

• The small magnifying lens icons allow you to zoom in or out of the 
waveform. Zooming in is handy in identifying any click or flaw in a 
recording in order to highlight it and cut it out. 

Step 4: 

Click "SAVE" if you like the changes and are satisfied. Click "SAVE AS..." and 
rename the file in case you are not sure about the changes. In that way you 
always keep the original sound as well as the edited version. 

Step 5: 

Repeat the steps above for each audio file you want to edit. When it comes time 
to record the files to disc, follow Step 4 in "Making a music disc" to drag these 
files from the folder to which you saved them and to drop them in your new 
compilation. 



Backing up files 

You can create temporary backups on rewritable discs that will work as "super 
floppy disks" or you can make permanent copies as complete, inerasable 
records. Backups are critically important to save in case your computer crashes 
and loses your work on the hard drive. 



Step 1 : choose the type of disc to which you want to record. The number of 
discs you will need depends on the amount of data to record. DVD recordable 
discs are large enough to copy all the information on many hard drives: 



Recommended disc for "super floppy dis 


k" backup 


CD-RW (650 or 700MB capacity) 


Use these discs if you want to make 
future backups on the same discs. 
These discs are rewritable; you can 
erase and reuse them. 


DVD+RW (4.7GB capacity) 


Recommended disc for permanent records 


CD-R (650 or 700MB capacity) 


Use these to create permanent 
backups. These discs can be written to 
up to their capacity, but they cannot be 
erased and reused. CD-R and DVD+R 
discs are less expensive than the 
rewritable versions. 


DVD+R (4.7GB capacity) 



The Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive cannot write to DVD-R or DVD-RW discs. Be 
sure to buy the DVD discs that have "+" in their name. 



For temporary backup: 

Step 1 : 

Start the InCD software by double-clicking the InCD icon in the system tray on 
the lower right corner of your monitor or click START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD 
InCD. 

• The pop-up window will explain that the disc has to be formatted with 
InCD packet writing software. Click "NEXT." 

• Select the drive you want to use for formatting. The Memorex drive will 
format both regular and high-speed CD-RW discs as well as DVD+RW 
discs. Click "NEXT." 

Step 2: 

Begin the formatting process. 

• The screen identifies the type of disc. Click "NEXT" again and type in a 
label for the disc. Click "FINISH" to start formatting. 

The finished disc can now be used just as a floppy disk in Windows Explorer to 
store and save files. If you want to erase the contents and use the disc as an 
audio or video disc, use the procedure for "Erasing a disc" described above. 



For permanent record backup: 

Step 1 : 

Start the Nero software by double-clicking the Nero Burning ROM icon on the 
desktop or click START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD Nero, Nero Burning-ROM. 

• The Nero Wizard will help make choices easier by letting you pick "CD or 
DVD." Choose the disc type you want and click "NEXT." 

• You have a choice of "COMPILE" (i.e., select which files you want on the 
disc) or "COPY." Select "COMPILE" and click "NEXT." 

• Choose "DATA CD." 

• Select "CREATE A NEW DATA CD." 

Step 2: 

The Wizard announces "the final step." Click on "FINISH." 
Step 3: 

Not quite the final step... Drag and drop the files you want to copy to the New 
folder that appears. 

• The folder name is "NEW." You can right-click on the name and change it 
to another name or a date for your record keeping. 

• Note the scale on the bottom of the page. It lists how much data the 
medium can hold. Check the size of the data files and compare that with 
the capacity to be sure you do not exceed the capacity of the disc. 

• Once you have selected the files you want to record, click on the "BURN" 
icon in the tool bar (a red icon, 8 th from the left). 

Step 4 

The Wizard appears, offering you the choice to burn the disc. Click on "BURN." 
The drive will record the files to the disc. 



Sharing data with others 

Copying data onto a disc is identical to the method for permanent record backup. 
The InCD packet writing software that makes a temporary backup formats in a 
particular method that can only be read by another drive using InCD packet 
writing software. This means that if you wanted to share files with clients, send 
photo albums to family members, or distribute presentations to a sales force, 
using packet-writing software would be too risky. The only choice is to use Nero 
Burning ROM to make a data CD. Follow the same steps used for permanent 
data backup: 



Step 1 : choose the type of disc to which you want to record. 



Recommended disc for permanent recording and sharing 


CD-R (650 or 700MB capacity) 


Use for permanent data storage. CD-R 
and DVD+R discs can be written to 
until full but can't be erased or reused. 
These discs are less expensive than 
CD-RW or DVD+RW discs. 


DVD+R (4.7GB capacity) 



The Memorex DVD+R/+RW drive cannot write to DVD-R or DVD-RW discs. Be 
sure to buy the DVD discs that have "+" in their name. 



Step 2: 

Start the Nero software by double-clicking the Nero Burning ROM icon on the 
desktop or click START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD Nero, Nero Burning-ROM. 

• The Nero Wizard will help make choices easier by letting you pick "CD or 
DVD." Choose the disc type you want and click "NEXT."

Reading the discs: 

If the recorded disc is a CD-R, all CD-ROM drives should be able to read it. 

If you chose a DVD+R, most DVD-ROM drives will be able to read it. You can 
check the Memorex website for the latest compatibility information at

Saving data files 

Using the drag and drop features of InCD is the easiest way to save particular 
files. The method is the same as that for making temporary backups. 



Step 1 : 

Pick the disc you want to use to save the files. 



Recommended disc 


CD-RW (650 or 700MB capacity) 
DVD+RW (4.7 GB capacity) 


Use for temporary data storage. CD- 
RW and DVD+RW RW discs are 
rewritable; you can read the disc few 
times, then erase and reuse it. 



Step 2: 

Start the InCD software by double-clicking the InCD icon in the system tray on 
the lower right corner of your monitor or click START, PROGRAMS, AHEAD 
InCD. 

• The pop-up window will explain that the disc has to be formatted with 
InCD packet writing software. Click "NEXT." 

• Select the drive you want to use for formatting. The Memorex drive will 
format both regular and high-speed CD-RW discs as well as DVD+RW 
discs. Click "NEXT." 

Step 3: 

Begin the formatting process. 

• The screen identifies the type of disc. Click "NEXT" again and type in a 
label for the disc. Click "FINISH" to start formatting. 

The finished disc can now be used just as a floppy disk in Windows Explorer to 
store and save files. If you want to erase the contents and use the disc as an 
audio or video disc, use the procedure for "Erasing a disc" described above. The 
data can only be read by drives using the same InCD software, so if you are 
transferring data from the office to the home or vice versa, both computers will 
have to have InCD installed. If that is a problem, use the Nero Burning ROM 
software in the same method described in "Sharing data with others."
